time the card given to General Grant. 
Though surrounded by distinguished mili* 
tery men, and prominent citizsns of Mil­ 
waukee in another room, he left their 
presence to receive these two “high pri­ 
vates.’1 When the “Silent Man” and the 
bestknown man of the world, appeared 
before these old soldiers, be extended both 
hands and cordially and earnestly grasped 
theirs, when Baker began; “General Grant, 
this man bas heard that you wouldn't shake 
hands with a private soldier, and I brought 
him to prove that the report was a hr.” 
Grant assured them he was glad to meet 
them, and again warmly grasped their 
hands, when Baker again spoke: "Gen­ 
eral, I am a Democrat, bat a Grant man, 
and I wanted the Chicago Convention to 
nominate you; bat lf you’ll let the Cincin­ 
nati Convention use you name, we’ll nom­ 
inate you and elect you.” The Genera 
very pleasantly remarked that he never 
was much of a Democrat, and said: “Now 
I have company in the other room waiting 
tor me and must leave you.

Titusville, Pa., June 11—A very de­ 
structive, and still threatening, petroleum 
fire is now raging. It originated about 8 
o’clock this morning, one of the iron tanka 
on the South Side being struck by light­ 
ning. Tho tank belonged to the Tidioute 
and Titusville Pipe Line Company, and 
contained 20,000 barrels of oil. The loud 
report, followed by the dense volume of 
flame and smoke, aroused the whole city* 
and measures were taken but in vain to 
restrain the progress of the fire. Soon 
after two of the five other tanks near by, 
containing each 18,0C0 barrels of crude oil 
were In flames, aud rivers of oil ran down 
to the creek, and the whole hill was hid in 
black darkness, and lurid flashes of flame 
playing like lightning on clouds. About 
noon tho Acme refinery on the South side

Tho Chinese are fond of the pleasures 
of the table, and the half dozen large res- 
durante in this quarter are liberally pat­ 
rolled . Their outward aud visible sign is 
a highly ornamented balcony hung with 
gaily painted lanterns. These balconies, 
ablaze with lights, form the most conspic­ 
uous feature of night lite rn Chinese streets* 
Entering at the street door of the largest 
restaurant, you find a shop stored with 
preserves, cakes aud baked meats, ending 
at the rear io the bakery establishment. 
Here a grizzled old Chinese is moulding 
out a huge roll of dough, soon to be con­ 
verted into small dumplings filled with 
sweetmeats which form a part of every 
meal, and serve as a substitute for bread. 
I he shining table, the burnished pans, the 
cavernous ovens—all look clean and tidy. 
Equally neat is lite main kitchen, which is 
reached by passing up a steep flight ol 
stairs, ll is a revelation to those who have 
been educated in the delusion that rats 
and garbage form the staple articles of the 
Chinese cuisine. A large room is the 
kitchen, flanked at one side by a long 
range, aud on the other by a table. Over 
the Are is stewing the invariable caldron 
of pigs’ leet. Drop into a Chinese restaurant 
at any hour of the day or night and you 
will 
find this dainty dish simmering 
on the coals. It is like the poor— 
they 
always 
have 
it 
with 
them. Lilt the cover of another dish and 
you will And the beau cakes, which bear 
too strong a resemblance lo size aud color 
to small cakes of cheap yellow soap to 
commend them to Amincan palates. Au* 
other tin boiler contains round while 
dumplings, and still another egg-cakes— 
bolti standard dishes for breakfast and 
lunch. The kuchen is connected ^directly 
with the second cis is dining .room, lilted 
up with small, dingy tables and the u*ual 
Chinse chairs WUU wooden seats and no 
backs. Very techie attempts at decoration 
are made here, and the place has the drea* 
ry look and musty smell ot a cheap Amer­ 
ican cuing house. 
Pass up still another stairway, steep and 
crooked, and the dining room of the Ural 
data is reached—a spacious room, web 
lighted aud tastefully ornamented. Here 
ate three large round tables ol old Chinese 
oak, to which long use has given the pol­ 
ish and deep ruby color oi flue r> scwood. 
Their beauties are hidden by no cloths. 
Aboul tach are placed a dozen chairs of 
the same 
biibdianiiul matin*! 
These 
tables ais laid mr dinner partu s, which are 
to be held a few hours later. 
The place of 
eacu guest is marked by two Ane ivory 
chop sticks, a curious porcelain wine glass 
and a Utile dish Ailed with ginger pre­ 
serves. Along the balcony in front ol this 
room ii a row ol private apartments. One 
contains all the app lances lur opium amok- 
mg, on a raised dais at one end while 
about inc zoom are !somu One old chairs 
which won.d excite the envy ut 
a col­ 
lector of antique furniture. They are 01
